Dr. Guy A. West, Sacramento State College president, has 
a@pponted a Campus Planning Committee as directed by Dr. Buell 
G. Gallagher, chancellor of the state college system. 

The committee represents the areas of educetion policy, 
finance and mnster planning. It is designed “to assist 
the president in the coordination, development and control of 
a long-range plan for the physical development of the campus, 
within a framework of policy established by the trustees ot 
the California state college,” according to Gallagher. 

The committee will also serve in an advisory capacity in 
relation to development and maintenance of a long-range plan 
for the physical development of the campus, selection of sites 
for new buildings and reviewing the work of architects during 
the preliminary drawings phase. 

It will work with the city and county planning commissions 
on matters related to campus development and study and re- 
view the areas delegated to it by West, who will serve as 
ex-officio chairman, 

The area representatives on the committee are Dr. F. 
Blair Mayne. plant development; Dr. Stephen L. Walker, and 
Dr. J. Harold Severaid, education policy; Stanley W. Pretzer, 
finance; and Albert M. Dreyfuss, master planning. 

An architect to represent landscape planning and a mem- 
ber of the chancellor’s staff to represent facilities planning 
are yet to be appointed.
